She wM 
found the next dsy almost dend In n 
park and was thought to have expired 
In the ambulance All the tests for 
death were applied; the muscle* were 
rigid, the skin Intensely pHle. there 
were no reflexe*. there wss no puNc, 
respiration or heartbeat. So they 
sent the body to the morgue. 

Fourteen hours later a physician, 
come to Identify the body, heard 
muffled heartbeats: but there was 
neither pulse nor respiration. After 
an hours treatment, In which cam- 
phor ami onffrln were Injected, n hot 
hath with rigorous application of a 
flesh brush was given and artificial 
respiration with oxygen was tried, the 
pulse began, to bent and respiration 
slcnvly returned. The following day 
the woman regained consciousness 
mid was aide to talk. 

I>r. Itnutenherg says the narcotic 
poison and the cold. act I tig together, 
had piiraly/. I the vasomotor nerves 
and thus reduced the needs of the 
body to a minimum, the usrentic BMP 
alyzing the central nervous system 
and the cold paralyzing the organs. 
He suggests that the cold may also 
have prevented rapid absorption of 
the poison and that a condition sim- 
ilar to that of hibernation may have 
tided the woman over till past the 
danger of pneumonia.

AGED BUZZARD THOUGHT DEAD 

Bird, Marked In War of 1812, Present 
at Every Big Engagement 



SEEDS THAT MAKE JOURNEYS 

One Variety That Seems to Travel 
Until It Finds a Spot Which 
Appeals to It. 

The seed of the stork'a-bill crnwls 
along the ground by means of Its long 
awn. When the weather Is damp, the 
awn straightens out. but when the 
atmosphere is dry It curia up again. 

By means of thla movement the seed 
Is pushed along any hard piece of 
ground on which It may have fallen, 
until It eventually reaches a soft 
spot in the soil. 

When such a spot Is reached, the 
awn serves a different purpose. By 
first curling up and then straightening 
out. the opposite end of the seed is 
driven Into the ground. 

The awns of n variety of out which 
grows In North Africa ure two luclies 
In length and are bent In the middle. 
They lengthen out or bend nt the Joint 
according to the iimoiinl of moisture 
In I ha atmosphere mid by this move- 
ment Ihe out seed is forced into the 
ground.— London Tit-Bit. 



The famous "helled buzzard." known 
to be more than one hundred yeiirs 
old. Is believed to be dead. A lew 
dnys ago It was seen on the fnnn of 
W. II I.eoch. near the mouth of Sec 
ond creek. West Virginia. It looked 
to lie greatly emaclnted and rendy to 
give up Its widely-known career. 

Tills buzzard has u small sleigh bell 
tied around Its neck, which was said 
to hnve been placed there during the 
war of lSV-'. The bird had wars ns 
Its hobby, mid Is said to have been 
present ut every battle of size north 
of the equtitor. It has been seen as 
far south lis Peru, although Its sum- 
mers were generally spent In the 
mountains of West Virginia. During 
the Mexican trouble, several years 
ago. It spent two cons.tutlve sum- 
mers on the border. 

Members of the I.eiieh family saw 
the bird flying low, with a number or 
oilier buzzards «, . ompanylng It. It 
wns noticed that the bird bad got Its 
beak fastened behind the leather strap 
which supported the bell, IBd seemed 
unable to release Itself. An attempt 
was mnde to release the buzzard's 
heud, but it tiecame frightened und 
flew nwny. It Is felt certain that the 
bird has since died.

st motive help that you can so easily 
and effectively render. Wo have our 
teachers, our sehool officials, and our 
educational organliatlona charged 
directly with the education of Ken- 
tucky's youth; but the problem Is 
not theirs alone, nor can they solve 
It unaided: It requires the co-oper- 
ation and the unselfish Interests of 
all professions and all occupations 
and all parties to give to Kentucky 
a modern school system worthy of 
her children. The press of the State 
the most powerful agent In moulding 
public opinion, we think, has been 
loyal and Intelligent in Its advocacy 
of better schools. It has been patri- 
otic enough to place the rlghta of 
chldlhood above party Interest — a 
condition that must precede any Im- 
provement In our school system. 

The last Legislature gave to Ken- 
tucky school legislation constructive 
and capable of revolutionising Ken- 
tucky's archaic school system. But 
legislation is effective only when In- 
telligently appreciated and approved 
Many of these laws have vindicated 
themselves already: during the first 
three months of Its operation the 
Compulsory Tttendance law has In- 
creased the attendance almost one 
hundred per cent; the Teachers' 
Minimum Salary law has changed a 
teacher shortage of more than two 
thousand In 1919 to a surplus in 
19i0; the law for the examination 
and certification of teachers Is elim- 
inating favoritism and fraud from 
teachers' examinations, and is rais- 
ing the standard of qualifications. 
Correspondence courses are offered 
by the University and the two Nor- 
mal schools affording an opportunity 
for those who by reason of age, loca- 
tion, or occupation have been depriv- 
ed of a chance, to meet the higher 
standard of qualification demanded, 
at a normal cost and while in service 
By this law, also, uniformity in cer- 
tification has been secured. 

At the recent election school 
boards, with tremendous power, 
were elected In each county. Just 
now our Immediate concern is thst 
these newly sleeted sehool hoards 
should exercise this power patriot- 
ically and Intelligently ia the elec- 
tion of county superintendent! and 
in the appointment of teaehers. We 
believe that the educational oppor- 
tunities of the country child should 
be made equal to those of the city 
child and It rests with these County 
Boards to do this by^the intelligent 
selection of proper superintendents 
and teachers and by u wise and ac- 
tive interest in the affuirs of the 
whole of the county schools rather 
than of the schools in which the in- 
dividual members of the board may 
be particularly interested. 

In the past too many of our teach- 
ers have come from the grades and 
too few from the high schools, nor- 
mal schools, colleges and the Univer- 
sity. In the campaign for more 
teachers— more teachers of native 
ability, more teachers of profession- 
al training — we should enlist re- 
cruits now, that there may be ne» 
teacher shortage next year. 

Let us all help this campaign that 
Kentucky may be given schools meet 
Ing her needs and worthy of her 
childhood!
